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n^TRODUCTION 


In  this  section  is  given  n  brief  aoooijut  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  Coimty  Comicil  as  a  whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Services  Act. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area  during 
1959  was  1092,  a  decrease  of  46  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  18.4  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  compared  with  19»5  i'or  the  previous  year  was  well  above 
the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  I6.5  and  the  England 
and  Wales  birth  rate  of  l6.5» 

Deaths. 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  607,  a  decrease  of  I90  compared  with  1958. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1958  the  Register  G-eneral  incorrectly 
assigned  many  deaths  which  took  place  in  Headlands  Hospital,  Pontefract, 
to  the  Pontefract  Borough  even  though  the  persons  concerned  had  lived 
elsewhere  before  admission.  This  gave  an  abnormally  high  death  rate 
to  which  I  drew  attention  last  year.  This  error  has  not  been  repeated 
and  the  figures  for  1959  give  a  more  accurate  picture  of  the  sitization. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RAIE  from  all  causes  vras  10.5  1,000  of  the 

estimated  population  as  compared  with  13.6  for  the  previous  year. 

The  West  Riding  Administrative  area  is  11,6  and  England  and  Wales  11.6. 

Infant  Mortality. 

In  1959  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  36. 

The  infant  mortality  v;as  33»0  as  against  23.7  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Divisional  area  during  the 

year. 


MIDWIFERY  AIH)  MATERNITY  SERVICES . 

Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

0  the  1094  notified  live  births,  462  were  delivered  by  domiciliary 
midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  43  of  these  cases.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia, 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  were  equipped  w'ith  the  necessary  apparatus. 

Gas  and  air  analgesia  only  was  given  in  76  cases.  Pethidine  only 
was  given  in  81  oases,  and  gas  and  air  and  pethidine  was  given  in  220  cases. 

iinte-Natal  Clinics. 

There  are  four  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at 
Pontefract,  Feathers  cone,  Knottingley  and  Ferrybridge,  and  during  the  year 
455  patients  attended,  of  which  296  were  new  patients.  The  total  nimiber 

of  attendances  was  2,576.  120  patients  were  examined  post-natally  dxiring  the 

year. 

Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  the  Pontefract, 
Featherstone  and  Knottingley  clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  well  attended  and  the  number  of  attendances 
at  the^e  clinics  during  the  year  was  347*  Some  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  running  these  classes  at  Pontefract  due  to  the  shortage  of  midwifery 

staff.  The  staffing  position  has  now  improved  and  this  difficulty 
should  not  continue. 

Institutional  Midwifery. 

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth, 

Little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  regarding  maternity  accommodation 
although  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  secure  admissioii  to  the 
hospital  of  the  patient’s  choice.  Due  to  travelling  difficulties  there 
is  a  preference  for  the  Castleford  Maternity  Home,  although  our  allocat¬ 
ion  of  beds  is  much  smaller  than  at  Southmoor, 

CHILD  YfFLFARE. 

There  are  County  ovmed  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and 
Knottingley, 

Our  new  Pontefract  Clinic  continues  to  be  admired  and  appreciated 
by  patients  and  staff. 


It  is  hoped  to  make  several  improvements  at  the  Knottingley  Clinic 
in  i960,  including  new  entrance,  pram  shelter  and  toilet  facilities.

Pi^emature  Babies. 

During  the  year  69  babies  weighing  5^  lbs  or  less  were  born 
in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the 
Division,  and  30  were  bom  at  home. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Medical  Inspections, 

The  periodic  medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups,  d.e, 
the  entrants  (5  years  +)  second  age  group  (7  years  +)  intermediate 
years  (10  years  4-)  and  leavers  (lA  years  +)  continued  throughout  the 
year  at  the  36  schools  in  the  division. 

Re-examinations  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examinations  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  3936  periodic  inspections  were 
carried  out.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  school  popialation  is 
approximately  11,000,  it  v/ill  be  realised  that  over  half  of  all 
children  at  school  were  examined  at  one  time  or  another  during  the 
year. 


Ceneral  Condition  of  Children, 

All  pupils  at  rxDutine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to 
their  general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination  and  93,86^  were 
classified  as  satisfactory  and  only  if*  14-%  as  unsatisfactory# 

Uncleanliness. 

During  the  year  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  made  16,346 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  323  individual  chdLldren 
were  fo\md  to  be  infested. 


SPECIAL  CLINICS, 

Ophthalmic  Clinics. 

During  the  year  Dr.  J.V,  Kirkwood  took  over  responsibility  from 
Dr,  R, L,  Wood  for  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic,  During  the  year  1645 
children  were  exam.ined.  Of  these  368  were  prescribed  glasses. 

Ears,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics, 

Mr,  K,M.  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract,  for  children  from  this  Division,  During  the  year  Mr. 
Mayall  held  22  sessions  and  saw  132  children.  In  all,  the  children 
made  233  attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics. 


Mr.  R,V/,  L,  Calderwood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a  monthly  clinic 
at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  10  sessions  were 
held,  lifi).  children  v/ere  seen  at  these  clinics  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  made  was  178. 

Child  Guidance  Treatment , 

In  April  the  clinic  with  its  team  of  workers,  Dr.  S.M,  Leese, 

Consxxitant  Psychiatrist,  Ivtr,  D.G,  Pickles,  Psychologist  and  Mr,  J,  Coulson, 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  was  transferred  to  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract, 
from  County  Hall,  V/alcefield.  Children  from  surrounding  divisional  areas 
attended  here  in  addition  to  our  own. 

Ultra  Violet  Ray  Treatment. 

During  the  winter  months,  ultra  violet  ray  treatment  sessions  are 
held  twice  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  During  the  year 
45  children  made  850  attendances  for  this  treatment. 

Speech  Therapy. 

In  1959^  the  speech  therapy  clinic  at  Peatherstone  was  transferred 
to  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract.  This  is  more  convenient  and  more 
centrally  situated  for  mothers  to  attend.  Miss  K*M,  Wade  treated  55 
children  during  1959« 

Handicapped  Pupils. 

The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  for 
placement  in  special  schools. 

Medical  Examination  of  Teachers  and 
Entrants  to  Training  College. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  training  colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  college  authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a  course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  42  candidates  v/ere  examined  and  where  necessary, 
x-ray  examinations  arranged. 

In  the  case  of  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession,  18  examinations 
were  made. 


B.C.G  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the 
yQQ-T  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents,  a  test 
is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of 
Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken,  as  it  is 
assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity.  If,  however,  the 
test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tuberoule  bacillus,  then 
vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  I3  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protect¬ 
ion  during  the  years  of  increased  risk.

Under  no  circumstances  can  a  Horae  Help  be  used  as  a  sitter-in  and 
the  amount  of  assistance  which  a  patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly 
to  the  amount  of  domestic  work  which  is  reqiiired  to  be  done.

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

The  mental  health  work  in  the  division  consists  mainly  of  the 
supervision  of  defectives  under  Voluntary  and  Statutory  Supervision,  and 
in  the  provision  of  reports  on  home  conditions  to  Hospital  Management 
Committee.  The  new  centre  opened  at  Kershaw  Avenue,  Mredale  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  A  special  bus  is  hired  to  convey  children  from 
Featherstone,  Pontefract  and  Knottingley  to  and  from  the  Centre. 

MEDICiiL  EXAiMIl\ATIONS  FOR  SUPERAInWATION

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  this,  mj  6th  /iimual  Report,  I  am  pleased  to  relate 
that  some  important  steps  were  taken  to  improve  general  Puhlic  Health 
conditions  in  the  district  during  1959,  although  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  it  became  apparent  progress  was  to  be  slcper  than  at  first  anticipated. 

The  report  comprises  four  principal  sections,  environmental  hygiene, 
housing,  food  hygiene  and  rodent  control,  together  vri-th  an  appendix  of 
tables  and  a  specia.1  annex  on  the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  adnin- 
istratioii  of  the  lactories  Act,  1937.  I  hope  these  Vidll  prove  to  be 
more  than  mere  statistics. 

The  yea.r  under  review  saw  the  passing  of  the  House  Pur-chase  and 
Housing  Act,  1959,  an  important  piece  of  legislation  which  could  have 
quite  an  iiipact  on  the  work  of  the  department  ’.id-th  the  introduction  oj. 
the  standard  grant.  Tliis  grant  further  encourages  owners  to  modernise 
houses  by  the  provision  of  essential  aaenities ,  lacking  in  many  structur¬ 
ally'’  somd  houses. 

It  is  a.  cur’ious  thought,  in  this  day  and  age  when  man  is  on  the 
verge  of  conquering  travel  in  outer  space,  that  in  so-called  c^.vilised 
ccuntries  so  many  are  only  able  to  cleanse  themselves  from  the  grime  of 
their  daily  toil  by  using  facilities  almost  as  crude  as  were  employed  by 
Caesar  and  his  conq_uering  anmi.es  over  2,000  years  ago. 

Although  the  repair  and  modernisation  of  houses  has  been  steady, 
the  assault  on  ■unfit  houses  has  been  carried  out  ^rith  ever  increasing 
m.oment’ura,  Diiring  1959  Q-  total  of  97  ’'■vere  dealt  v/i'ch,  the  majoricy  of 
which  v/'ere  sit-uated  in  the  only  really  black  spot  of  the  district. 

Now  ti’jat  the  prelii’ninary  work  on  sewage  schemes  for  Brotherton,  uyram, 
Pairbipon,  Beal  and  Crid3.ing  Stubbs,  has  aliaost  reached  the  enquiry  stage 
and  the  scLieme  for  East  Hardv/ick  approved,  at  last  there  is  every  reason 
for  being  optimistic  about  ii-axDroving  sanitary  conditions,  but  there  are

still  rnany  schemes  waiting  to  be  approved  before  proper  se’verage  facilities 
are  available  for  the  whole  of  the  district,  so  present  policy  must  be 
relentlessly  persued  until  all  are  finished. 

The  present  demand  on  ones  time  with  administrative  duties  makes  it 
irrpossible  for  one  officer  to  cope  vm.th  all  the  necessary  routine  duties 
so  many  have  to  be  left,  othervd.se  the  progress  achieved  during  the  year 
would  have  been  even  greater. 

Finally  I  do  thank  ray  clerk,  Lirs.  Eaton,  for  her  valuable  assistance 
also  the  heads  and  staff  of  other  departments  and  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  both  collectively  and  individually.

By  reason  of  individual  conversions,  and  the  replacement  of  old  property 
by  new  houses,  tne  percentage  of  houses  having  water  borne  sanitation  has 
increased  by  a  further  l^c. 

Again  progress  is  rather  slow  but  this  is  all  one  can  hope  for  until  all 
the  niain  sev/erage  schemes  are  con^leted.  Duid.ng  the  year  a  further  83 
privies  weve  abolished,  54  due  to  slum  clearance,  13  by  conversion  in  favoior 
of  water  closets  and  16  by  clianging  over  to  pail  closets. 

The  Council' s  willingness  to  contribute  to\/ards  the  cost  of  conversions 
has  been  an  incentive  in  most  cases.  Hov/ever,  this  grant,  which  has  served 
a  very  useiul  purpose,  has  noi/  been  aliiiost  rendered  obsolete  with  the 
introduction  of  the  standard  grant  scheme  under  the  Housing  Acts,  The 
higher  incentive  offered  in  the  latter  Vidll  in  most  cases  cause  it  to  be 
sought  in  lieu  of  the  old  grant.

The  Coimcil  imdertake  the  renova.1  of  donestic  refuse  throughout  the 
district.  There  are  alv/ays  nany  difficulties  mth  such  a  service  as  this 
but  this  is  pa.rticularly  true  in  rural  areas  where  laany  houses  are  without 
T/ater-bome  sanitation.  The  labour  problen  becomes  acute  as  other  more 
agrcable  vrark  can  be  found  outside  the  local  govemraent  service  which  is 
better  paid. 

This  vital  work,  always  taken  for  granted  and  always  the  subject  of 
many  grumbles,  must  go  on  in  rain,  blow,  fog  or  snow,  yet  despite  many 
setbacks  and  a  considerable  number  of  extra  receptacles  to  service, 
collections  have  been  kept  uj)  to  date  wj.th  the  saiae  number  of  labourers, 
but  unless  the  ratepayers  of  the  district  help  to  reduce  the  bulk  left 
for  collection  by  burning  unsalvageable  parjer,  boxes,  etc.,  we  shall  be 
fighting  a  losing  battle. 

The  time  spent  on  wall-dLng  up  and  dovm  lengthy  garden  paths  on  nev/ 
housing  schemes  is  ti'enendous,  if  only  some  provision  could  be  na.de  to  . 
secrete  the  dust  bin  at  or  near  the  front  of  these  houses,  the  saving  in 
tine  would  be  staggering,  it  mi^t  o.lso  even  induce  a  certain  type  of 
householder  to  keep  the  bin  area  a  bit  more  tidy,  as  often  when  this  is  at 
the  reax  of  the  house  it  is  a  case  of  ”  out  of  sight ,  out  of  mind'* .

The  S.D.  Freighter,  fore  aiid  aft  tipper,  vd.th  l6  -  18  cu,  yard 
capacity,  is  vezy  adaptable  and  has  Liaiiaged  to  cope  Vidth  the  increasing 
anount  of  refuse  collected.  It  ho.s  been  possible  to  absorb  this  increase 
together  with  that  frora  additional  properties  by  only  niaking  l6  more 
journeys  to  the  tips  than  last  year. 

The  I'^rrier  dual  i)‘'-irpose  auxiliary  volaicle  has  been  used  again  as 
scheduled,  one  v/eek  in  nj.no,  to  augment  collections  from  ashpits  and  middens.

ITith  a  genera.lly  higher  standard  of  living  resulting  in  many  more 
tins,  cartons,  wrappings,  etc.,  and  the  reduction  in  the  use  of  solid 
fuels  in  favour  of  other  aJternatives ,  the  character  of  refuse  is  nov7 
so  different  from  years  past  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  imke  a 
consolidated  tip.  The  risks  of  the  vehicles  getting  stuck  and  of  fire 
are  now  very  much  greater  and  together  vdth  the  extremely  dry  simmier,  it 
is  not  surprising  therefore  that  two  major  fires  broke  out  during  the 
yeax,  one  at  Beal  tiio,  the  other  at  Fairburn.  Tip  fires  are  expensive 
to  deal  with  apart  from  causing  a  nuisance  and  it  is  naw  aLmost  vital 
to  use  plenty  of  inert  covering  material  v/ith  the  neclianical  plant  to 
carry  out  the  work  economically. 

Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  v/ithout  v/aming,  notice  was  given  by 
the  new  land  o\iaier  of  Fairburn  tip  that  tipping  had  to  cease  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  after  a  quick  sea.rch  and  a  hasty  application  for  planning 
permission  a  new  tip  site  v/as  obtained  in  the  quarry  at  Rawfield  Lane, 
Fairburn.  This  site,  ail  though  small,  is  quite  ideal  being  v/ell  av/ay 
from  any  buildings  and  screened  by  a  smadl  belt  of  trees.

The  Clean  /lir  Act  has  now  heen  in  operation  for  t\7o  years  and 
aJ.though  a  certain  aiaount  of  progress  has  been  niir.de  towards  its 
objective,  vinless  the  present  rate  of  advan.ceriient  is  rapidly  accelerated 
a  ’’clean,  healthy  atmosphere"  is  not  junt  "over  the  horiz-on"  as  niany 
people  would  like  to  believe. 

As  sta.ted  before,  the  rura.1  area  itself  adds  very  little  to  the 
already  polluted  abmosphere  but  tlie  district  receives  a  fair  aiaomt  of 
pollution  from  outside  its  ovai  boundazdes.  As  this  apj^lies  to  most 
local  authorities,  the  need  for  close  co-operation  is  paramoimt ,  It 
is  useless  to  work  in  the  small  watertight  conpartnents  of  each  separate 
local  authority  on  a  problera  such  as  this  and  unless  there  is  closer 
liaison  mth  one  another,  regionadisation  seems  to  be  the  only  answer. 

At  present  it  would  not  only  be  difficult  to  overcome  prejudice  and 
initis-tc  smoke  control  areas  witliin  the  riaral  area,  but  it  would  be 
stupid  to  impose  such  restrictions  v/ith  the  amount  of  pollution  spreading 
over  the  anea  from  the  very  congested  Test  Riding  industrial  belt. 

However,  vrith  the  fairly  high  proportion  of  locad  authority  armed 
houses  in  this  district  a.lrea.dy  equipped  v/ith  suitable  appliances,  it 
v/ould  not  be  difficult  to  form  smoke  control  area.s  in  certain  parts  of 
the  area.  Probably  the  greatest  problevi  would  be  in  the  storage  of 
solid  smokeless  fuels.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  tint  these  fuels  are 
far  bulkier,  weight  for  weight,  than  coal,  yet  in  the  planning  of  nev/ 
properties  and  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  cost  do^m,  how  often  we  see 
extremely  small  fuel  storage  accommodation. 

The  character  of  the  probleiz  has  changed  over  the  last  few  years, 
but  it  is  only  fair  to  sa-y  industry  has  mde  groat  advances  in  solving 
their  difficulties  towards  compliance  with  the  Act,  The  main  source 
of  smoko  pollution  ncav  comes  from  domestic  chimeys. 

Referring  to  the  chimney  for  the  nev?  Colliery  at  Aellingley, 
mentioned  in  la.st  year’s  rejoort,  it  is  regrettable  to  report  tint  the 
Council  failed  to  persuade  the  Natiornl  Coal  Board  to  construct  their 
chimney  higher  than  the  proposed  69' 6".  There  being  no  power  to  enforce 
this  by  legislation,  the  chniney  has  nov/  been  built,  looking  like  a  smll 
finger  pointing  upwards  and  coLq/lotely  dwarfed  into  insignificance  by  the 
towering  supei'structure  of  the  adjacent  v/ind.ing  shafts. 

As  the  Council  v/a.s  advised  that  "everj''  effort  should  be  rnde  to  get 
the  Nationo.1  Coal  Board  to  build  a  higher  cliimney  (at  least  lOCft) .  The 
discharge  of  dust  and  sulphurous  fumes  at  this  low  level  will  severely 
effect  the  amenities  of  surrounding  residential.  area.s" ,  it  was  decided 
to  set  up  three  lead  peroxide  instruments  around  the  area,  in  question 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  svlphvr  content  of  the  atmosphere  before  the 
Colliery  comes  into  operation  and  then  any  significant  change  occurring 
afterwards  would  be  readily  noticeable. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  there  hare  been  no  complaints 
of  grit  nuisance  from  the  old  Ferrybridge  Power  Station,  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  coiTT.iissioning  of  the  ne’./  station  and  the  running 
dov/n  of  the  original  section  of  the  old  station. 

The  adjoining  deposit  figures  Imve  been  supplied  by  the  CentrCwl 
Electricity  Generating  Board.  The  headings  to  the  columns  make  the 
figures  self-explanatory  except  porhaq3S  for  the  last  column  which  gives 
a  measurement  of  the  sulphvrrous  fumes  in  the  atmosphere  expressed  in 
milligrams  per  day  per  lOG  square  centixaeters  of  sulphur  tri oxide.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  number  of  now  houses  which 
v/ere  cocpletod  by  the  end  of  the  year  v/as  by  far  the  greatest  since 
1938,  the  date  Osgol Across  Rura.1  District  Council  came  into  being  and 
in  lieu  of  the  Pontefra.ct  Rural  District  Council  after  the  review  order 
had  drastically  reduced  the  size  of  the  cEstrict,  In  all,  99  families 
v;ore  I’ehoused  in  the  yoar, 

50  dwellings  More  conploted  on  the  extension  of  the  Byram-cum-Sutton 
housing  este.te  under  the  sl\mi  cloa.rance  prograiime  and  12  houses  v/'ere  built 
at  Byram  specif icalliy  to  meet  the  special,  needs  of  an  industry  of  national 
importance.  In  addition,  the  remaining  52  houses  were  occupied  on  the 
coiqpleted  extension  to  the  llanor  Ganth  site,  Kellington,  built  to  repla.ee 
the  many  unfit  houses  in  the  surrounding  pa.rishes. 

The  fourteen  old  people’s  bungalo'ws  or  flats  on  the  latter  scheme 
have  direct  communication  v/ith  the  wanden’s  flat  by  means  of  a  bell  system 
in  case  of  emergency.  The  furnishing  and  fitting  of  the  Community  Centre 
which  came  mostly  by  gifts  and  volxmta.r^?'  subscriptions,  v/m  organised  by 
Councillor  Mrs,  M,  I*  'Bell  Tawse,  Member  for  Kellington, 

It  v/as  possible  at  last  during  1959  to  concentrewte  the  slum  clearance 
progrcmr.ie  on  the  worst  area,  in  the  district,  namely  the  parish  of  Brotherton 
a  decaying  village  of  limestone  and  rubble  walls,  interspersed  vd.th  numerous 
quarries  and  now  o-v'esr-shadovired  by  three  huge  cooling  tcarrers  of  the  Ferrybridge 
"B"  Fewer  Station.  By  the  end  of  the  year  many  families  had  been  rehoused 
in  the  neanby  housing  estate  at  Byran.

The  Council  continues  to  provide  a  free  rodent  destruction  service 
to  all  householders  in  the  district,  in  addition  it  nov/  operates  a 
contract  service  to  68  agriculturalists  and  others. 

Although  a  large  proportion  of  the  farmers  in  the  district  liave 
regular  contracts,  vd.th  either  a  private  contract  firm  or  the  Coioncil, 
there  are  quite  a  nmlber  vdio  do  not  take  adequate  measures  for  the 
proper  control  of  rodents.  This  places  an  unfair  burden  on  the  ^idlling 
fanner  Tirho  continues  to  pay  for  the  extermination  of  rodents  v/hich 
migrate  from  the  fa.nn  of  his  unco- operative  neighbour.  It  is  haped 
that  such  a  state  of  affairs  vd.ll  be  minimised  in  due  course  viien  the 
premises  of  the  defaulters  are  inspected  vd.th  a  view  to  obtaining 
positive  action. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Council  also  still  have  a  duty 
to  perfonn  under  the  Act  to  see  all  premises  are  kept  reasonably  free 
from  infestation.  Consequent.ly  a  fair  amount  of  time  'vas  spent  survey¬ 
ing  properties  and  treating  se'vage  works,  sewerage  systems,  sev/age  dykes, 
and  refuse  tips  -  all  the  Council's  own  responsibility. 

Ov/ing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  land  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
district,  where  there  are  Liany  open  dykes  rcceiviiig  untreated  sov/age, 
rodent  control  here  becomes  a  ivajor  operation,  but  is  dangerous  work 
for  one  operator,  making  it  necessar^^  to  have  a  second  man  present. 

These  treatments  can  be  very  costly  both  in  tiine  and  money  and  e.s  many 
of  the  dykes  are  adjacent  to  farms,  constant  vigilance  is  needed. 

The  Council  continues  to  be  one  of  the  constituent  members  of  the 
Yorkshire  (’"est  Riding)  Workable  Area  CoiiTiiittee  vdth  a  representative 
on  the  executive  coLimittee.
